This article chronicled the success 
of a New Jersey dealer in selling service. This man has 
scored a remarkable success in this field, and his experience 
is a practical indication of what can be done by any dealer 
who puts thought and energy in the attempt. 

To begin with, this dealer put every man on his sales 
staff to selling service. He offered each salesman a com- 
mission of 10 per cent. on all service sales made. He devised 
a definite plan for the men to follow, and the result has been 
money in the cash register. 

To begin with, each salesman is given a set of cards,

each one listing a former service customer who has not been | 


in the shop for a sixty or ninety day period. The salesman 
calls on this forgetful client and tries to interest him in a 
new car or a used car or in a definite system of service for 
his present vehicle. 

If the prospect is not interested in any of these first 
offers, the salesman has a “good-will card,” entitling the 
holder to a greasing job at less than the normal cost. He 
tries to sell this car to his prospect. Because the rate for a 
complete grease operation is noticeably low, it is generally 
possible to make this final sale. 


Then when the good-will card holder comes into the | 


dealer’s service department to get his greasing job, the stage 
is all set. He is courteously greeted, the service manager 


calls a mechanic and hands him the card attached to an order | 
blank and tells the man that this is a new service customer | 


and bespeaks for him an extra careful job. 


In the meanwhile, the good-will greasing job being under 


way, the service manager escorts the customer over the shop, 
pointing out the facilities and equipment for giving the best 
possible service at the most economical figure. The customer 
is introduced to the parts manager, and that worthy shows 
him over the parts department, pointing out the extensive 
stock carried to insure clients against delays in making nec- 
essary repairs. 

Every means is taken to make the customer feel that he 
is a valued client and that his interests are the first concern 
of the service department. No high-pressure selling is 
allowed, but all endeavors are made to create good will for 
the service division. 

On the other hand, a rigorous system of following up 
purchasers of the good-will cards has been devised. If a car 
owner buys one of these cards entitling him to a low-cost 
greasing job does not come into the shop within ten or fif- 
teen days, a courteous letter is sent to him, calling his atten- 
tion to the fact that he has some excellent service coming 
to him. 

This system has worked wonders for the New Jersey 
dealer who evolved it. It will work wonders anywhere. 
Every dealer has a sales staff with time on its hands at cer- 
tain periods. This waste time can be cut down or eliminated 
by putting the whole staff to selling service. Such activity 
may well spell the difference between profit and loss on the 
operation of a dealership in this strenuous depressioin period. 

The idea is worth earnest thought. 


The Bottom Point? 


Present conditions in the automotive business are upset- 
ting tradition in many ways. In the modern history of auto- 
mobile manufacture November production has always been 
lower than that of October. This year it looks as if Novem- 
ber would considerably surpass October. December will 
probably show an output of approximately the same volume 
as last year. The need for dealer sampling still exists. 

The interesting point, however, is that perhaps we shall 
find that October production, with its 50,270 vehicle units, 
marked the bottom of the depression as far as the automotive 
industry is concerned,
